DAILY HEALTH HINT. 


CAUSE AND EFFECT. 

Cause and effect are not always so close 
together as to be readily traceable. The 
infected well on the dairy farm and the cause 
of typhoid in the city may be widely sep- 
arated as to both time and distance. It re- 
quires a careful investigation, many times, 
to locate the source of the infection and 
thus prevent a further spread of the dis- 
ease. The important first step is that all 
cases of typhoid be promptly reported in

MUST ACT OR ABDICATE. 


Workers Form Themselves Inte 
‘Syndicate and Geek to Be 
: Masters, Not Serv- 
ants, of State, 


PARIS, May 6.—The recent strike by the 
postoffiice employés found a sénsational 
sequel today when the gauntlet wag thrown 
down to the prime minister of France. A 
general strike tonight is considered only a 
matter of hours. : 

The Postal Telegraphs and Telephones Em- 
‘ployés’ agsociation has transformed itself 


1884, thus placing the association on the same 
footing with workmen’s unions, with the 
right to strike against the state employer 
as the workmen have the privilege of doing 
against private employers. 


Must Act or Abdicate. 

This defiance, which is nothing short of 
open revolt, came suddenly after Premier 
Clemenceau's failure this afternoon to re- 
ceive a deputation of postal employés, who 
called to present demands for the redemption 
of promises which they claim the government 
made when the strike was declared off. 

The government, which claims to be pre- 
pared for any eventuality, it is. conceded 
must now act vigorously or abdicate, and 
the leaders of the movement apparently 
have no option but to declare a strike the 
minute the government makes a hostile turn. 

The entire country is tremendously excited 
by the violent agitation of all sorts, to which 
it has been subject for months, and fears are 
entertained that a whirlwind will be un- 
chained. There are even intimatione in some 
quarters that the Royalists and other reac- 
tionaries are furnishing funds to stir up a 
revolution in the hopeof eventually imposing 
a new régime. No level headed observer, 
however, seriously thinks the republic ig in 
danger. 

Government in Deflant Stand. 

The government is defiant. M. Simyan, 
under secretary of posts and telegraphs, made 
the following statement tonight: 

‘I declare in my own name and the name 
of the government that were the syndicate 
formed today @ thousand times as powerful 
as it ever will be, we wotld never recognize 
ite existence, never receive its delegates, nor 
enter into relations for discussion with fts 
officers, members, or any person represent- 
ing it.”’ 

A high official stated that the law of 1884 
is clear and that the new syndicate dées not 
comply with its conditions. The attorney 
general therefore will obtain a decree before 
the Seine tribunal dissolving the syndicate. 
If it persists in holding meetings its officers 
will be prosecuted under the law of associa- 
tions of 1901. 

The government’s' preparations for the 
strike were completed ten days ago, when 
thirty confidential messengers were dis- 
patched with secret instructions to the pre- 
fect of every department in France. 


Claim, Illness Was Simulated. 

The premier was ill in his room when the 
delegation called, but they pretended to be- 
lieve that his indisposition was simulated. 
Their failure to be received, however, served 
as a pretext for springing the surprise they 
secretly had prepared, and within an hour 
the transformation of the association into a 
national syndicate was announced. 

It was what the French call a coup de 
theatre, but if it proves successful it will 
be more like a coup d'état, as its purpose 
is to make the employés the masters and not 
the servants of the state. ° 

The statutes of the organization follow 
strictly in form those of the workmen's 
‘organization. They declare the purpose to 
defend economic interests and give moral 
and material support to members having dif- 
ferences with the administration, and furth- 
er to seek the passage of economic and so- 
cial laws in the interest of the organization. 


Leaders Aligned with Radicals. 

A committee is created, following the lines 
of trades unions, to act as intermediary in 
such differences and members are forbidden 
under penalty of losing their membership to 
present issues which may arise personally to 

the administration. 

"Phe most serious aspect of the situation is 
the fact that the leaders in this new move- 
ment are undoubtedly hand-in-glove with the 
moving spirits of the General Federation of 
Labor, which universally is recognized eas a 
revolutionary orgenization and which has for 
a leng time been preparing for a general 
strike to destroy “ capitalism."’ The suppres- 
sion of this organization frequently has been 
contemplated by the government. 


‘Vote Principle of Strike.

LIGHT ON STRIKE MURDER 


Union Baker Arrested.Says. Vin-. 
cent Karez Killed Tetilbohm. 


ASSASSIN STILL AT LARGE. 


Police Think Confession Is a Ruse to 
Protect Prisoners. 


Four members of a labor union are under 
arrest and a fifth man is sought ip connec- 
tion wtih the murder of Harry Tetilbohm. 

One of the prisoners has confessed that he 
took part in the attack on Tetilbohm, who 
was a nonunion driver. In his confession 
he gave the names of four other men. Three 
of them have been arrested, but the other, 
Vincent Karez, 183 Cleaver street, who is 
said to have fired the shots, Is still at liberty. 
Those under arrest are: B. C. Nagawrecki, 
Adam Sasafski, John Grataski, and Alex 
Krolikowskl. 

Nagawrecki’s arrest followed finding. near 
the scene of the shooting, ajhat with the 
initials ‘“B, C. N.,” and bearing the label 
of N. Sugar, 925 Milwaukee avenue. Detec- 
tives Sullivan and Alcock of the West Chi- 
cago avenue station went to the store in an 
effort to identify the owner gf the hat. 

Nagawrecki’s name and address were fur- 
nished by Sugar. Nagawrecki was arrest- 
ed Wednesday afternoon and locked up at 
the West Chicago avenue station. 


Accuses Karcz of Murder. 

He confessed yesterday to Capt. Kandzia 
that he and four other young men had at- 
tacked Tetilbohm and said Karcz had shot 
him. He named Sasafski, Grataski, and 
Krolikowski in his confession. 

The story told by Nagawrecki directly con- 
tradicts the identification of four strikers 
who were arrested Wednesday mérning and 
were identified by Tetilbohm as his assail- 
ants. Inspector Revere, who is personally 
investigating the case, declared that he sus- 
pected Nagawrecki’s confession was-part of 
a plot to free the men already under arrest 
by shifting the blame to a man who could 
not be found.

As to the Metropolitan elevated, figures will 
be presented as soon as they can be made-up.

ROB, THEN WRECK BUILDING; 
ESCAPE WITH PACING MARE. 


Thieves Loot Laporte, Ind., Store and 
Light Time Explosive—Officers Pur- 
sue in Auto—Arrest One Man. 


Laporte, Ind., May 6.—[Special.]—Standing 
guard over more than $1,000 worth of plun- 
der; which had been taken early this morning 
from C. F. Sonneborn’'s sporting goods store, 
Sheriff Anstiss and Chief of Police Cochrane, 
after a ten mile chadein an automobile, came 
upon Joseph Sobesky in a woods near Lambs 
Chapel, Laporte county, shortly before noon. 
They overpowered him before he could use 
a shotgun he carried. 

The capture was the climax of a sensational 
robbery, explosion, and fire which aroused 
the city at daybreak, and so intense was the 
feeling when Sobesky was brought to jail 
that there were threats of a lynching.

They then stole a wagon and Humming 
Bird, a pacing mare, valued at $500 and 
owned by John Line, a commission merchant, 
and started for the Michigan staté line. 

A slow fuse had been attached to the ex- 
plosive and wrecked the store, doing about 
$1,500 damage. : 

After Sobesky’s arrest and the recovery 
of the stolen goods the mare was found four 
miles away, having been abandoned.

Of the sixty-nine rescuers who Game to its 
aid, at least nine-did so against their own 
convictions and did so because their Chicago 
friends pleaded with them to give the. bill 
@ ollance to reach. third reading at least. 
Even if sixty-ning rescuing persons would 
stick tothe meagure in its next dire extremity 
more votes would be required. They might 
be gathered up among members nt present 
today, but even under these favorable condi- 
tions it would réquire some. hustling. 

When the nine or ten hostile votes which 
were loaned chivalrously to Chicago's cause 
are withdrawn and given to the destructive 
Mr. Browne and his destructive Democrats 
it will require from seventeen to twenty more 
votes than can be counted for it now to make 
it safe. Just where these votes are to come 
from the charter advocates do not know, and 
the bill will not.be called up by Repregenta- 
tive Kittleman until there is some assurance 
that it will have at least a chance to win over 
the necessary seventy-seven. 


: Governor’s Position Plain. 

Gov. Deneen, who has been charged with 
part responsibility for the unpleasant pre- 
dicament in which the measure finds itself, 
is being asked to withdfaw his opposition, or 
what is charged to him. Anxious persons of 
high standing in Chicago spent considerable 
moriey in long distance telephone calls today 
to reach the executive ear and argue against 
the supposedly mistaken ‘executive purpose. 
“To these inquiries Mr. Deneen replied that 
he had not interested himeelf'in the charter 
contest and that he objected to being charged 
with responsibility for blocking the bill. He 
also explained that the legislative cellar is 
full of important measures, some of them as 
potent to the state at large as the charter 
bill could be to Chicago, and that*al! of them 
were being blocked.

ere is no concealment of the fact 
park consolidation with city saetieiecectte 
not desired by/ part of the Republican man- 
agement in Cook county and throughout the 
state.

Roger Sullivan May Help. 

A few Chicago. Democrats may help this 
time, but there will be but few. Ordinarily 
Roger C. Sullivan does not make any more 
trouble than neceteary for important meas- 
ures wanted by his friends in the Repub- 
lican organisation, but.this time seems as 
if Mr. Sullivan were in a position in which’ 
it is difficult for him to help out. | 

Two years ago, although he and his friends 
in the legislature did not oppose the passage 
of the bill in the general assembly, he did 
take a position against it in the campaign 
for its adoption by the people, and the Dem- 
ocratic county organization took part of the 
credit for ite defeat. Mr. Sullivan, however, 
has not been antegonistic in the present case 
and several of the votes which were given 
the measure today can be traced to his in- 
fluence. ' 

While the prospect is far from encourag- 
ing, the friends of the bill are comparatively 
satisfied because it managed to get past sec- 
ond reading with its enacting clause.

Springfield, Ill, May 6.—[Special.}—By 
amendments adopted today in the senate 
the proposed new system of management for 
charitable and pena? institutions was changed 
materially, but no progress was made with 
the bill. It remains, as amended, on second 
reading. 

The propositions over which the senators 
contended involved practically the whole 
theory of inetitution management, the ideas 
of the disinterested members of the state 
board of charities and the ideas of men in 
political Hfe being stacked against each 
other. 

On the one side the state board of charities, 
as represented by senators sharing its views, 
has planned a system governed by a board 
of control composed of men selected for their 
scientific attainments appointed for life, un- 
less removed for cause, and having charge 
of alfthe charitable, penal. and reformatory 
institutions. 

_ Oppose Divorcing Spoils. 

On the other side are the men objecting to 
a complete separation of the institution from 
politics and endeavoring to. break this non- 
political plan to separate the penal and re- 
formatory institutions from the charitable, to 
exempt them from civil service requirements, 
to protect their boards of trustees in their 
present powers, to strike out all the particu- 
lar qualifications demanded of the men com- 
posing the board of control, and to limit their 
terms of office to four years. 

Thus far the board of charities has lost 
-more heavily than it expected. The attempt 
to take the penal and reformatory institu- 
tions out of the act was defeated, but the 
opposition was successful In striking out the 
provisions demanding special qualifications 


Motion to Separate Defeated: 

The motion to secure this separation of the 
penal and reformatory institutions from the 
charitable institutions was made by Senator 
Potter, but it was defeated by a vote of 21 
to 24, the roll call being a#@follows:

The Potter amendment had been carelessly

provisions demanding special qualifications 
for the members of the board of control.

SHIPPY ACTS IN KANE CASE 


Inquiry of Charge Police Aided 
Burglars’ Pardon Plea. 


SAYS HE IS AFTER FACTS.

Despite the fact that Capt. Kane, in charge 
of the Sheffield avenue district, and his sub- 
ordinates deny any interest in the pardon ap- 
plications of three convicted burglars, Chief 
Shippy has taken the first steps in an official 
investigation. The chief yesterday cited all 
persons In interest to appear before him next 
Tuesday morning. 

The captain and the two assistants accused, 
Detectives William H. Rose and Frank Zeis, 
have told the chief they had nothing to do 
with the circulation of the pardon petitions 
in behalf of Louis Bickley, George Hartzheim, 
or George Grim, the burglars, but, it is said, 
these papers with their purported signatures 
have made their appearance. 

The three burglars robbed the business 
places of L. A. Krueger, Joseph Suffrin, W. T. 
Woltson, and Yondorf Bros. during Decem- 
ber and January last. Follawing the con- 
yiction of the men, it is alleged, Capt. Kane 
and the arresting officers waited upon the 
victims and asked them for their influence 
toward freeing the convicted men 


Capt. Kane Courts Inguiry. 

“I am ready for an open investigation of. 
the charges,” said Capt. e during the 
day, “‘and know that they will be dismissed 
as s0on as an impartial hearing is gone into. 
These men were convicted on their own con- | 
fessions, after most of the loot was returned, 
and tliipugh they were entitled to clemency, I 
never authorised any man ugder my com- 
mand to seek pardon. 1 refuse at this time 
to pass upon the merits of the sentences 
awarded, but am reaay at any time to pre- 
sent the facts before the official board. 

“ Suffrin’s place was insured by some bur- 
glary insurance company. which refused to 
settie in full the claim of his losses, and that 
is what seems to have inspired him to file 
the charges.”’ 


But Receives Hot Reply. 

Attorney Henry M. Walker, who defended 
the prisoners, called up Lieut. Nootbaar, 

hief Shippy’s secretary. and explained the 
c metances to him, but this apparently did 
not have the effect of calming the troubled 
waters.

All the other 
saloons closed about 11:30 p. m. No free 
drinks were given away, as it was declared 
most of the saloon men had disposed of 
Virtually all their stocks. \ 

Each of the Gross Point saloons has been 
Paying a yearly license of $600 and without 
the $7.000 from this source the saloonkeep- 
€rs and their friends declare that the village 
will be unable to pay its running expenses.

Holt, James B. Forgan, 
John W. Scott, and.Bishop W. F. McDowell. 

After a discussion, with Bishop McDowell 
as chairman, of the need of such a movement 
among the various Protestant church de- 
nominations and the adoption of resolutions

talked of the federation’s contemplated work 


| from the layman's standpoint. 


Starved Out of the Ministry. 
“Present conditions are a disgrace to the 
Christian church,” he declared. “A clerk 
left me once to become a minister. After

Much Work for the Cou 


Bishop McDowell said the scheme: had 
the sanction of thirty-three denominations, 
representing 17,000,000 persons. The council 
has divided the country into four districts, 
with New York, Chicago, Atianta, and Den- 
ver as permanent headquarters for the work 
in the various districts. The Chicago terri- 
tory will include the states of Ohio, Indiana, 
Michigan, Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, N North 
Dakota, and South Dakota. 

Dr. A. M. Brodie, representing the federal 
council, said: . 

‘‘ The leaders in all our denominations are 
much exercised over the condition of the 
churches. There is a great falling away in 
membership and a marked falling off in the 
contributions for church work, ; There are 
fewer young men all the time who. want to 
enter the ministry... . ‘ 

“ These things are due to three .evile—the 
overlapping of church work, the overlooking 
of certain religious fields, and the lack of cow 
ordination among the denominations. Busi- 
ness men combine to eliminate competition 
and strife which cut down their profits. The 
church will have to do the same thing to 
succeed.”’ . 

Dr. 8. T. Ford. president of the federated 
council of the churches of Chicago and yi- 
cinity, sald he was heartily in favor of 
the establishment of the federal council work 
in Chicago.

Speaker Bancroft of Wisconsin De- 
nounces Food Parveyors. 


Madison. Wis., May 6—[ .}—Frank- 
lin MacVeagh & Co., wh grocers of 
Chicago, furnished one “ exhibit” used by 
Speaker Bancroft of the Wisconsin legis- 
lature in a sensational speech of nearly two 
hours on the adulteration of food products. 

The speaker, who took the floor for the 
second time this session, was pleading for 
the pure food law. He denounced the use 
of preservatives and attacked with vigor the 
unscrupulous manufacturers who foist sub- 
stitutes on the public. 

In the course of his speech he held up two 
bottles of “lemon extract."" One, he said, 
was shown by the analysis of the chemist 
of the Wisconsin dairy and food commis- 
sion to be made of wood alcohol. The other, 
bearing the label of Franklin MacVeagh & 
Co., according to the chemist, was manu- 
factured from the oi] of lemon grass, and 
did not contain any lemon extract. 


Refers to Three Secretaries. 

The speaker called attention to the fact that 
Secretary MacVeagh is designated by law 
as one of three secretaries empowered to 
pass on the pure food law. ~— 

Speaker Bancroft was prolific in presenting 
statistics and scientific truths regarding pure 
food. He urged the passage of the Emery 
bill, which establishes absolute standards 
for certain manufactured products and _is 
said to mark a long stride in pure food legis- 
lation. 

“ Wisconsin is the pioneer state in the en- 


actments of pure food laws,”’ satd Speaker 


Bancroft. He charged that a class of food 
is manufactured that ought to be a horror to 
any people. He said these manufactufers

They have 
felt the injustice of the discriminations 
which the vast .power of our transportation 
systems can inflict. They’ knew that these 
thi were wrong, and after: bearing the 
burden until it became intolerable they Be- 
gan to move with irresistible strength along 
the pathway of reform... They have made 
some progress toward the regulation of 
transportation and. the repression of corpo- 
rate evils. The last administration will be 
remembered, so long as the history of our 
country is preserved, for its victories in the 
struggle for rate regulation ahd for cor- 
porate fair dealing. ; 

“The people know what they want with 
respect to revision just as well as they know 
what they wanted with respect to railways 
and to industrial combinations; and their 
intelligent, educated, patriotic instinct is 
just as certain with respect to the tariff as 
it was with respect to trangpertation or 
monopolies. If we fail now to substantially 
reduce the duties upon the important sched- 
ules we but postpone ‘the. justice due to the 
people; a justice which, thanks to the genius 
of ouf institutions. they have the power to 
enforce, and. which in the fullness of time 
they will enforce." \ 


Tariff No Effect on Forests. 


Passing to a consideration of the lumber 
schedule -he said it made little difference 
wiretner there was a duty or not so far as the 
preservation of the: forests were concerned. 
With respect to the cost of production, In the 
greater part of the United States at Jeast, he 
said, the American had the advantage of the

“I trust, therefore, that I will be looked 
upon as conservative when I: say that if the 
gcvernment interferes with foreign compe- 
tition so as to permit suctr an enterprise as 
this to earn 6 per centum per annum, it will 
have performed its full duty under the policy 
of protection. If it can make more, well and 
good, but it cannot ask the government to 
keep away a competitor so that it will make 
more. With this understanding, I have it 
In mind to inquire into the gapital of the 
United States Steel corporation. I know 
something about it, and if it seems tn the 
progress of the discussion desirable, I will 
be. able to supply the details of my informa- 
tion. 


Early Hictory of Steel Trust. 


‘The company, when it began business on 
the Ist of April. 1901, had property which 
upon the most liberal estimate did hot ex- 
ceed in value $600,000.000, although it rep- 
resented a capitalization consisting of stocks 
and bonds aggregating $1,400,000,000. This 
value has been increased since that time. 
but it has grown wholly from the extraor- 
dinary profits which it has extorted froma 
defenseless peoph.”’ 

Referring to various consolidations of 
plants by the United States Steel corpora- 
tion, Mr. Cummins saidUif that corporation 
had been honestly capitaliz the capital 
to be rewarded with a return from the profits 
of the business would have been less than 
$700,000, 000. 

“The United Etates S8téel corporation 
could have sold its entire output in the 
United States at the prices prevailing in the 
markets of Europe,” he continued, “ and 
would still have made more than 8 per 
centum upon ite lawful capital, and that in 
the most unprofitable year of its existence. 
It seems to me that to assert, in the light of 
this history, that the United States Steel 
corporatiin has need of any protection is 
to invite the indignation of any right think- 
ing man. 

“If the United States Steel corporation

of these products, I shall, when these para- 
graphs are reached, propose amendments 
reducing the duties below those shown in 
the report of the finance committee substn- 
tially 38 1-3 per cent.”’

Might Enter Any Business. 

Tf a railroad may own stock in a coal mine 
and handle that coal in preference to the 
coal of other independent collieries, i. may 
do the same thing In any other line of busi- 
ness. It may become a stockholder in a 
steel company or a cotton mill or a big wheat 
farm, or a jobbing house, or any other com- 
mercial enterprise. It would be only natural 
for the officiale of the railroad to find cars 
first for the concerns in which the railroad 
was interested and then for other people and 
corporations. : 

It would put the railroads in a position to 
dictate to the merchants and manufacturers 


them a few years 


} of the United States, and the inevitable re- 


sult would be a donation of shares of stock 
to the rallroads, just as it was proved by the 
interstate commerce cOmmission that shares 
were donated to railroad officials, even in- 
cluding men who were supposed to be above 
such grafting methods. 

It is likely that President Taft will show to 
congress the necessity for immediate legis- 
lation on the commodity clause, but not nec- 
essarily hostile to railroads. It is evident 
that. if a railroad has a right to own stock 
in a coal mine, and transport the product of 
that mine over its own line, it has the same 
In fact, 
it probably would be better for the railroad 
to do this than to be a minority stockholder 
with the temptation always before it of being 
able to reudce the value of the stock by un- 
friendly action until it could secure a ma- 
jority interest, when the attitude of the rail- 
road immediately would be reversed. 


Must Prevent Stock Interest. 

Congress probably will be quick to see, on 
the other hand, that if a railroad is forbid- 
den to'transport coal which it owns outright, 
it also should be forbidden to have atock in- 
terest in any other’coal. If this is not done, 
the effect will be to make the commodity 
clause of the interstate commerce law a 
downright absurdity. Every coal mine or 
any other enterprise now owned by a rail- 
road will be organized immediately as a sub- 
sidiary corporation In which the railroad will 
hold stock, and all evils supposed to exist in 
the opéginal ownership undoubtedly will be 
continued. 

It will be up to congress, therefore, to say 
whether the commodities clause shall be 
wiped out entirely or whether the railroads 
shall be prohibited from Hauling coal which 
they own in whole or in part as the original 
proprietors or as stockholders. 

In regard to the rebate law, both rallroads 
and shippers are agreed that congress must 
take immediate action to define just what 
constitutes a separate offense. There seems 
to be no doubt as to the power of congress to 
declare that a separate offense exists on. 
every car load or every train load or any 
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ossible fine. Therefore it wil] be necessary 
or congress first of all to definet 
‘and ending of an offense of the rebating 


: , a 

Until these two things are done much of 
the life will be taken out of the interestfte 
commerce law. To patch up these holes wil 
require such careful work that in all prob-

A bulletin 
was sent out from the Bartlett ranch in New 
Mexico during the day stating that Patten 
was still there, but later reports showed 
that the message was based on a telephone 
conversation with an unidentified person at 
the ranch, and all efforts to get Mr. Patten 
himself to the phone were futile. 

Traders employed by Patten's houSe were 
good buyers ef July wheat and openly sold 
May on the hard spots, but so far as could 
be learned they did not dispose of much of 
the latter option, as the trade in it is meager 
compared to the deferred futures. 

July shorts were frightened by the reports 
of Patten’s return and hastened to cover at 
the opening, which caused a wide difference 
in the opening price, the quotations for July 
wheat being $1.164%@1.17%. Liverpool scored 
a sensational advance in the morning owing: 
to large quantities of wheat being held off 
the market there.

Washington, D. C. May 6--{SpeciaLJ— 
Consideration is being given by the admin- 
istration and in congress to @ governmental 
reform of especial interest to the business of 
the country. It contemplates the consolida- 
tion or grouping of a number of bureaus now 

‘distributed among the various 

‘and, if carried out, will result, it is claimed 
‘fp economy of administration and increased 
' eMiciency. 

The bureaus affected are those of trade re- 

jations, which advises the secretary of state 
in the discussion of tariff questions with for- ‘ 
eign countries; of manufactures, which is 
active in developing internal and externe] 
‘erade; of statistics, which gathers informa- 
‘tion of a statistical character in connection 
‘ith commerce; and customs, which has to 
éo with administration of the customs laws, 
‘gollection of duties, and determination of 
questions connected therewith. 

These four bureaus are now- distributed 
among three departments—state, treasury, 
gnd commerce and labor. 


Planned to Create New Office. 

Senator Aldrich, chairman of the finance 
committee of the senate, is the 
advisability of recommending the incorpora- 
tion of a provision in the tariff law creating 
a new assistant secretaryship of the treas- 
ery and placing the bureaus named under 
the contro! thereof. Such action, it is assert- 
‘ed, will enable more satisfactory and prompt 
éecision of correlated questions. 

The establishment of a maximum and min- 
imum tariff wil do away with the necessity 
of a special bureau to advise the secretary 
of state. The bureau of manufactures is 
charged with and has dome a great 
deal of work in collating, arranging, and 

| publishing tariffs of foreign countries. While 
' there is no conflict, it is unquestionably true 
‘that the bureau of statistics and the bureau 
of manufactures cover to a large extent the 
game ground. Few questions considered by 
the trade relations bureau fail to’affect cus- 
‘toms or manufactures. Grouped under one 
head the work could be better handled. with 
‘gnore satisfactory results a’ a consequence. 

Under the maximum and minimum amend- 
‘ment to the tariff bill which was reported 
from. the fimance committee specific author- 
Ity is given to the president to employ such 

| persons as may be required to make thor- 
/ough investigations and examinations into 
production, commerce, and trade of the

There 
are treasury officers in Europe who aid in the 
enforcement of the customs laws. The bu- 
reau of manufactures spent $35,000 during 
the fiscal years of 1908 and will spend $40,000 
this year for the services of agents making 
investigations of special commercial sub- 


jects. 


Watching Foreign Tariff Hard Task. 

The work of watching tariff changes abroad 
is exceedingly laborious. More than 150 for- 
eign countries and colonies have separate 
tariffs, and each of the official organs has to 
be scrutinized for changes in rates, deci- 
sions affecting the applications of rates of 
duties, ministerial decrees as to customs 
regulations, post charges, ete. To properly 
perform this work a force larger than is pro- 
vided is necessary; but, handicapped as they 
are, John B. Osborne, chief of the trade rela- 
tions bureau, and Maj. John M. Carson, chief 
of the bureau of manufactures, have kept the 
tariff tinkers in congress accurately informed 
as to what has been and is being done abroad. 

The United States is not alone in the effort 
to improve its methods of obtaining trade 
information. Great Britain, Germany, 
France, Italy, and other nations employ com- 
mercial agents in addition to consuls. The 
three first named nations permit their rep- 
resentatives to send reports by cable or tele- 
graph whenever necessary and to report di- 
rectly on commercial matters to the officials 
having them in charge, which obviates a 
loss of time necessary in first sending reports 
to one department where they are read and 
registered and then referred to another de- 
partment for action. 


Appoints Trade Commissioners. 

The British government“is so well con- 
vinced of the value of special agencies in ex- 
tending trade that it is appointing “ trade 
commissioners and correspondents ”’ in the 
self-governing colonies. Canada is one of 
the countries in which this is done. ‘“*‘Com- 
mercial missions ” have been created for the 
Same purpose. There also has been estab- 
lished an “international exhibition branch 
of the board of trade,”’ which has been given 
charge of commercial matters. 

Germany has commercial attachés at her 
embassies and principal legations and com- 
mercial agents at the leading consulates. 
She also has seven agricultural experts at- 
tached to consulates, one of whom is 8ta- 
tioned in Chiczgo. The commercial bureau 
in Berlin employs two natives of India to 
teach German business men facts regarding 
casie and the prejudices of Hindoos. 

Maj. Carson believes this explains in some 
measure the increase of 100 per cent in Ger- 
man exports to India during the,last ten 
years. All these commercial attachés and 
agents are required to return to Germany 
from time to time, visit chambers of com- 
merce and factories to make addresses and 
to keep in close touch with German commer- 
cia] interests. 


France Active in Same Way. 

Although not so thorough as Germany or 
Great Britain, France is doing what she can 
to increase her trade. She has a staff of six 
commercial attachés, who are required to 
investigate foreign trade cdhditione and 
meke frequent journeys through the repub- 
lic, with the object of meeting and con- 
ferring with manufacturers and merchants. 

Italy employs commercial attachéa and ex- 
Pert agents, with the result that her com- 
merce, especially with South America, hes 
increased rapidly.

AGAIN! 


ROOSEVELT SAYS BIG NAVY 
IS BEST GUARANTY OF PEACE. 


Former President in Article in Outlook 
Hits Professional Agitators Who 
Talk in Congresses. 


New York, May 6.—Former President 
Roosevelt declares in an article in this week’s 
Outlook that it is the duty of America to 
wait and see whether Japan succeeds in pre- 
venting the immigration to this country of 
any appreciable number of Japanese of the 
laboring and small trading classes. If Japan 
fails, he writes, this government must pro- 
tect itself by treaty or legislation; but he 
adds: 

“It would be doubly incumbent upon us 
to take the action in the way that would 
provoke the least possible friction and cause 
the least possible hard feeling.” 

Although, he asserts, Americans have: the 
right to say what immigrants shall come to 
their shores, they are powerless to enforce 
thet right against any nation that chooses 
to disregard their wishes unless “ we con- 
tinue to build up and maintain a first clase 
fighting navy.” 

The professional peace advocaté. he con- 
tinues, who opposed the upbuilding of the 
navy would®* place the United States where 
it would pe at the mercy of any nation 
} which wished to disregard its desifés to con- 
trol immigration, protect the Panama canal, 
or take any stand for international honor 
or righteousness. 

Mr. Roosevelt adds that " those well mean- 
ing but fatuous advocates of peace who 
would try to prevent the upbuliMing of our 
navy utterly misread the temper of their 
countrymen.” 

America would fight, he says, whether 
prepared -or not, and “all the peace aidvo- 
cates could do would be to prevent this 
country from being successful in the war.”’

Charges and Jury Remains 
Out but Few Minutes.

Mercer, Pa., May 6.-—-[Special.]—Mrs. Anna 
McDermott Boyle. who, it is alleged. helped 
kidnap Willie Whitla, wes attacked on a 
street this evening by a mob of many hun- 
dred women while en route from the court- 
house tothe jail. — 

The combined efforts of several minis- 
ters and a score of business men who were 
assisting Sheriff William Chess and his dep- 


.uties were required to keep the mob from 


doing the woman bodily harm. 

She was jostied in the crush, but defiantly 
wanted to mix up with the crowd. Many of 
those who surrounded her carried sticks or 
stones. K a(t ; 

The woman was being brought from the 
courthouse with her husband, James H. 
Boyle, who early in the afternoon had been 
convicted of kidnaping by a jury that was 
out only a few minutes. Mrs. Boyle was 
immediately placed on trial, and it was after 
court had closed for the day that the 
demonstration occurred. 

Mrs. Boyle had been brought from the jail 
about 2:30 o'clock, and news was scattered 
over the town that she was in the court- 
house, and the mob began to gather. By 
the time Deputy Sherif? William Stuart 
slipped a steel handcuff on the woman’s 
right hand and came out of the courthouse 
the mob had reached about 1,000 persons, 
and more than half of these were women. 


Tries to Fight Tormentors. 
“There's the dirty hussy; they won't need 
a jury if they let me at her,” shouted a big 
woman, trying to get to Mrs. Boyle. 
‘*Hussy yourself. home and wash 
your dirty face,’’ retorted Mrs. Boyle, and 
started for the big woman, although she 
was handcuffed to Deputy Sheriff Stuart. 
The mob’s rage became intense. Women 
screamed and jostied the deputy sheriff and 
Mrs. Boyle off the sidewalk@@many trying 
to hit her with brooms or sticks. 

‘Let us hang her. Get the rope! Get the 

rope!’’ screamed some of the mob, while 
some one threw an egg, which broke on a 
tree box near Mrs. Boyle. The Rev. J. 8. 
Duncan, pastor of the First Presbyterian 
church, did his best to pacify the angry 
women. . 
Flushed and angry, Mrs. Boyle was finally 
brought to the jail doors, and turning she 
said loud enough to be heard by’many who 
had been worrying her, *“‘If they would let 
me out of here I'd make all of you people 
climb trees in two minutes.”’ 

That Boyle’s trial came to such an abrupt 
ending, immediately after the state had 
rested, was due to the fact that so strong a 
case had been made against him no defense 
was made.

M’PHERSON CONTINUES ORDER 
BOTTLING UP RAIL FARE SUIT. 


Injunction Barring Action to Restrain 
Three Cent Passenger Charge Re- 
mains in Force in Missouri. 


Kaneas City, Mo., May 6.—Judge Smith Mc- 
Pherson in the federal court today continued 
in force the temporary. injunction recently 
granted by Judge Philips restraining Siebert 
Jones, circult attorney of St. Louis, from 
prosecuting the sult seeking to restrain the 
railroads of Missouri from charging a 3 cent 
passenger rate. 

McPherson said the order did not include 
Attorney General Major and the members 
of the state railroad and warehouse commis- 
sion, because they had stated under oath 
that they had not inspired or encouraged 
the St. Louis suit and did not intend to have 
anything to do with it In the future. 

The judge based his decision upon the be- 
lief that the purpose of the St. Louls suit was 
to relitigate the questions settled by him in 
his final decree on the Missouri rate cages 
issued March 8, 1908. 

“That decree is the law until it is re- 
versed,’’ said he, “‘and it must stand until 
it is reversed By an appellate court. It must 
not be trampled upon, elther. The only way 
in which the matters covered in that decree 
can be relitigated is by an appeal or by a 
hearing in this court.”

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BOLD TALK BY COLLEAGU 
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Rail Attorney’s Telegram Causes Even 
Cannon to Criticize. 


Washington, D. C.. May 6—[S8pecial.}— 
Two United States judges may face impeach- 
ment charges. The jurists involved are 
John F. Philips and Smith McPherson of the 
western district of Missouri. The case re- 
volves around the railread legislation which 
has been the subject of much litigation in 
Missouri fof the last severa) years. ~ 

Representative Murphy of Missouri said 
today he would ask that the judgés be im- 
peached. Later he decided to withhold such 
action pending a look at precedents showing 
the formidable course that must be taken 
in such instances. It is said this look per- 
haps may carry to Murphy some understand- 
ing of the diffieulty of impeaching federa) 
judges, as evidenced from past experiences 


of the house and senate. 
Sensational Charges by Murphy. 

Allegations of a highly sensational charac- 
ter were made by Murphy in the house last 
Monday. He assailed Philips as a tyrant 
in the administration. of hig court and said 
both he and McPherson showed undue sym- 
pathy for the railroads. The charges were 
denied by the judges in statements after tug 
news of Murphy's attack had reached them. 
McPherson declared he had nevtr heard of 
Murphy before and ridiculed the imputatiops. 
Later Frank Hagerman, attorney for eight- 
een railroads, sent a telegram to Attorney 
General Wickersham saying Murphy's reso- 
lution of inquiry introduced in the house was 
“an outrageous tiseve of misrepresenta- 
tion.” 
When Murphy heard of this telegram today 
it made himangry and he got up in the house 
and again raked Philips @nd McPherson fore 
and aft. In support of’ Murphy, Congrees- 
man Rucker, his colleague; corroborated the 
latter’s denunciation of the judges, Rucker 
emphasized his argument by the statement 
that Philips ought to have been impeached 
twenty years ago. 
Murphy rose to a question of personal priv- 
ilege, prompted, as he expjained to the house, 
by the telegram sent to the attorney general, 
which denounced the Murpby resolution in 
terms which even Speaker Cannon himseS 
said were “ pretty broad.”’. 


Objections Made During Speech. 
The Missouri congressman gave a history of 
the Missouri rate cases, sticking closely to 
the text of his resolution. Frequent objection 
was made by Representative Payne of New 
York to the effect that Murphy was drag- 
ging in irrelevant matters. A like objectidn 
was made by Representative Clayton, Demo- 
crat from Alabama. 

Murphy charged among other things that 
injunctions issued by Judges Philips and Mc- 
Pherson had destroyed the jurisdiction of the 
state courts, he*urged that an investiga- 
order that t al judiciary in Missouri 
‘might be com ed to proceed along order- 
ly, legal, and decent lines.” * 

There is considered little Mkelihood of 
Murphy bringing his impeachment charges 
during the special session, owing to the fact 
that the committee on judiciary, to which 
they would be referred, has not been ap- 
pointed. His resolution, introduced last Mon- 
day, now is before the house committee on 
rules, and indications are that no action 
will be taken on it. 


Statements Made by Judges. 

Kansas City, Mo., May 6—Judge Philips 
today said: 

“If impeachment proceedings are inau- 
gurated I shall answer these imputations 
“agairist mein &@ legal manner. I shall wel- 
come the investigation of a congressional 
committee should impeachment charges be 
made. But if no such _ proceedings are 
started I shall reserve the right to make a 
public statement later, if I should see fit to 
do so, answering all the charges included 
in the resolution of Congressman Murphy.”’ 

Judge McPfiierson today, in referring to 
Representative, Murphy’s resolution in con- 
gress, said he knew a year ago that the 
trial of the Missouri rate cases would be a 
source of annoyance to him and that they 
would do him no. personal good. 

“I could see at that time,” he gaid, “ that. 
whatever my decision might be, IT would get 
few compliments, no t but great crit- 
icism, accompanied by abuse. But I have 
never had the slightest thought of running 
away from this litigation because it proved 
unpleasant, and I do not intend to run away 
now.”’

HAS A CHICAGO CAREER. 
Operated Here Before Winning 
Confidence. of Rich, Women 
in French Capital. 


PARIS, May 6.—“Count” Louis Hamon, bet- 
ter known as ‘‘ Cheiro, the palmist,’’ has been 
sentenced to thirteen months’ imprisonment 
and ordered t6 pay a fine of $100 and make 
restitution to Count Festetics of the money 
out of which he had swindled that Hungarian 
nobleman. This money amounts to pearly 

Cheitro, who originally was a servant in a 
Belfast hotel and whose real name is Warner, 
was sentenced by default. He left Paris for 
London abruptly on Christmas eve when he 
learned thet a warrant for his-arrest was 
about to be issued at the instance of two 
American women—Miss Josephine Pomeroy 
and her sister—from whom it was alleged he 
had obtained bonde.and stocks valied at 
nearly $00,000. : Me 

Cheiro and His associates succeded in set- 
tling this case, but Count Festetics insisted 
upon prosecuting. Other complaints against 
Cheiro are still to be heard, and the police 
hope to gecure his extradition. . 

Cheiro some years ago had tremendous 
vogue in New York and Chicago as a palm- 
ist. He published books on the subject, which 
increased his reputation. 


Society Women Among Clients. 

Among his visitors were some of the best 
known society people. Scme of the informa- 
tion he extracted from women clients seemed 
so valuable to him he attempted ta force 
their husbands to pay him mioney. Com- 
plaints were made to.fthe police, and though 
Cheiro was not arrested he was driven out 
Similar experiences had put an 
end to his career as a palmist in London. 

His career as a banker in Paris had beén 
equally inglorious, 

Cheiro. was last heard from in London, 
where he was found Jan. 7 last, one day after 
he had been missed in Paris. The authori- 
ties did not know he had fled until they tried 
to serve papers in the complaint of Mra. 
George Baldwin Newell, widow of a New 
York lawyer, and her sister, Miss Josephine 
Pomeroy. At the time “ Count * Hamon, as 
he styled himself; said he was ig London on 
business. He insisted that the complaint of 
the wealthy American women was a mistake 
that could be explained. 


Four Hundred Love Letters Found. 

But Cheiro did not return to Paris to his 
apartment which had held congresses of the 
most fashionable women and where 400 fer- 
vent love letters had been tossed aside. The 
authorities were heartless enough to search 
these apartments and read the letters to find 
that they came from the most fashionable 
women in the wealthy American colony here 
and French women of noble houses. 

These letters were filled with endearing 
terms, and since the disappearance of Cheiro 
many of his correspondents have been almost 
in a state of collapse for fear the letters and 
names will be made public. Some of those 
who read the letters said the list of Cheiro’s 
correspondents if printed would cause an in- 
ternational sensation. 


HIS CAREER IN CHICAGO. 

Cheiro made’a large amount of money in ; 
Chicago, principally because he used clever 
advertising methods. 

He managed even to break into some@of the 
higher sets of society, and induced many 
women to pay him $5 to-read their palms. 
He professed tobe a Hindoo or Egyptian, 
just as the mood seized him. 

He made the claim while here that he 
acquired the art of seeing into the future 
through being hypnotized in India by the 
Brahmin priests and buried for forty days 
in a tiger skin. 


CZAR IS GIVEN ULTIMATUM 
BY STOLYPIN, THE PREMIER. 


Russian Ruler Must Throw Over the Re- 
actionaries or Face a Ministerial 
Crisis. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 6.—The outcome 
of the Russian ministerial crisis is now en- 
tirely dependent upon the emperor's line of 
action, as Premier Stolypin’s exhaustive re- 
port, based on the cabinet meeting of May 4 
and submitted to his majesty today, left no 
doubt in the emperor's mind that the cabinet 
is a unit in favor of sanctioning the naval 
bill. 

The premier had a long audtence with the 
emperor at Tsarskoe-Selo, and, while the 
primary demand was for his majesty's ap- 
proval of the bill creating 4 general staff for 
the navy, the underlying object of the visit 
was to force the emperor to disassociate him- 
self from the hostile campaign of the re- 
actionaries and the courtiers close Jo him. 

The painful necessity of the re rement of 
the cabinet, in cage of an adverse decision, 
was delicately implied, and the emperor an- 
nounced at parting with the premier that he 
would take the matter under consideration 
for a few days. Theconference of yesterday 
and during the day furnishes no indication of 
the nature of the emperor's ultimate de- 
cision. ‘+ , 

The issue has nothing to do with a bigger 
navy; it is a mere matter of a constitutional 
technicality—whether parliament, which ad- 
mittedly possesses the right to vote appro-\ 
priations for the army and navy, should have 
the power to attach a clause declaring that 
a naval staff had been established. 

The emperor has given his sanction to a 
similar minor bill, esta blighing Viadivostok 
as a branch naval station. If he reserves his 
ruling now it will mean a thorough change in 
his attitude toward representative institu- 


tions. 


GERMANY FACES A PROBLEM 
IN ACHON OF UNITED STATES. 


Announcement of This Nation That It 
Intends to Terminate Commercial 
Agreement Causes Berlin Comment. 


BERLIN, May 7, 3 a. m.—An extraordi- 
narily difficult situation for Germany has 
been caused by the announcement of the in- 
tention of the United States to terminate the 
commercial agreement according to the 
Tageblatt, which discusses the question at 
length. 

“Germany must again struggle for the 
advantages secured in the provisional agree- 
ment,” saysthe Tageblatt. “ The new Amery- 
jean tariff is in many points explicitly di- 
rected against German imports, and the con- 
ceasions which Germany is able to offer, so as 
‘to set aside this protective tariff, will prob- 
ably be insufficient; untier the present agra- 
rian domination trade and commerce must, 
for the moment, pay the agrarian minority’s 
bill, although statistics prove that the per- 
‘centage of the agricultural population is con- 
tinually diminishing. 

“These conditions, however, are becoming 
impossible of continuance. Enormous issues 
are at stake. The United States is one of 
Germany’s best customers, and it wilt ‘be 
dificult to find other markets for our in- 
dustrial exports now going to that country. 
ie United States, on the other hand, can 

ily dispose elsewhere her agricultural

TRIAL COMES AFTER YEARS. 


Charges of Irregularity. 


Washington, D. C., May 6—[@pecial. }—Ac- 
cording to army officers here. thé West Point 
turmoil which wil! result in the court martial 
in New York the latter part of May of Capt. 
Thomas Franklin, all began with a Teddy 
bear; a real live Teddy bear.

orous. They were sore because the original 
army mascot—the mule—was given the 
“go by.”’ . 

Bear’s Oarfare Cost $200. 

Soon there came a meeting of the.athletic 
association. It become known the treasurer 
had paid a sum amounting to about $200 or 
more for the carfare. of the keepers and the 
use of the Teddy bear. It came out that Col. 
H. L. Scott, the commandant of West Point, 
had approved having the beat brought-on the 
field of battle and had told the treasurer of 
the athletic association to pay the bill. It 
was asserted that there had been no author- 
igation by the executive committee to incur 
such indebtedness and one of the rules of the 
association is all expenditure must be author- 
ized beforehand... Col. Scott was not an offi- 
cer of the association and it was said he had 
no right to order the treasurer to pay such a 
bill to the everlasting disgrace of the time 
honored mule as a mascot. 

That storm blew over. Then came another 
when Capt, Franklin wanted to know about 
the rumor that Col. Scott had had about 600 
tickets for the game and had given fliem 
away lavishly. Franklin said a commandant 
undoubtedly had many demands for tickets 
which he ought to gratify, buta fixed number 
should be established. 

Col. Howze refused to entertain a motion to 
that effect 4nd said he never would put it 
while he remained as president of the asso- 
clation. | 

Howze Defeated; War On. 

It is asserted that Capt. Franklin told him 
that some time he might not be president, 
and that the time might come that same 
evening. Fifteen minutes later Col: Howze 
was defeated for president of the associa- 
tion, and the bigger trouble was on. Col. 
Scott. it is asserted, felt humiliated by the 
reflections made against him. 

Then Capt. Franklin's records of six years 
as commissary were overhauled, and what 
appeared as irregularities were digcovered. 

An investigation followed, and Franklin 
was ordered home from the Philippines to 
await trial. The charges upon which Frank- 
lin is to be triad,.it is said, have to do with 
carelessness in certain minor accounts in- 
trusted to others. Capt. Franklin is in New 
York preparing his defense.

Traced Directly to Red Men. 

“ As a matter of fact,”" aserted Dr. Do 
“the oldest and best known of our folklore 
tales can be traced back directly to the In« 
dian. ‘Ol Bre'r Rabbit’ and ‘Or Bre'r 
Fox" were essentially stories typical of the 
negro of the south, But these same stories, 
ethnologists know, were told by the Indiang 
many years before the negro came to this 
country or heard of the English language. 

“The literature of the Indian is as ola 
almost as that of the Greeks. The real 
American, the red man, was a close observer, 
as are all men who love literature. He knew 
of the birds and the flowers and the streams 
that ran over the rocks and Gown through 
the valleys. And he put all of these into song 
and story. He sang-of these things around 
the camp fire. 

* Now, it may seem pecullar to some, but 

is a fact that the Indian had a Genesis the 
same as the white race. He had the myth of 
the beginning of the world and the origin of 
the human family. He even had the story of 
the flood that swept over the land. TheGreat 
Spirit was known to the Indian in all hig 
sstories and songs. He worshiped him and 
when the thunder and the lightning came he 
raised his voice in wild poetry to the elements, 


Claims Credit for Indians. 

‘“The Indian told stories of the rabbit and 
the fox long before the negroes ever heard 
of these animals. He also had many stories 
of wolves, bear, and the deer. We should 
give the Indian credit for these stories. 
Their literature compares favorably with 
that of the white man.”
